This ultimatum was issued in a speech 
in the house of commons today. Mr. 
| Lloyd-George plainly announced that un- 

less the men were forthcoming he would 
resort to the use of compulsory methods 
granted him under the munitions law re- 
cently enacted. 

Conferred with Labor Chiefs. 

“I had a fresh discussion with the 
trades union leaders,’ Mr. Lioyd-George 
said, “and told them that if an adequate. 
supply of labor could not be obtained 
compulsion was inevitable. The union 
representative answered: . Give us a

‘‘The seven days will begin tomorrow, 
and advertisements will appear in all the 
papers. The union representatives have 
engaged 180 town halls as recruiting of- 
fices, and the assistance of every one has 
been invited.” 
Mr. Lioyd-George referred to his recent 
interview with Albert Thomas, who holds 
the post similar to his own in France, and 
said he had been very much reassured as 
to what France had done and could do 
in this regard.

Vienna from Schoenbrunn for the cere- 
mony and later received at Schoenbrunn 
a deputation of the Galician nobility who 
Offered their congratulations. 

The first troops of the Teutonic allies 
entered the city late yesterday afternoon 
after a day of desperate fighting with the 
Russian rear guard protecting the retreat 
of the main Russian forces, which were 
evacuating the capital. The Russians 
are falling beck in a northeasterly direc- 
tion toward the Ruesian frontier, closely 
pressed by the Germanic ermies. 

Teuton Drive Attains Object. 

With the capture of Lemberg the Aus- 
tro-German armies, which have driven 
the Ruasians back from the Carpathian 
mountains for a distance of more than 
150 miles, have accomplished the object 
of their great drive, which was begun 
early in May. The efforts of the Austro- 
Germans will undoubtedly now be direct- 
ed toward the complete clearance of Gali- 
cia of the Russian invaders. 

In military circles the opinion is ex- 
pressed that this Austrian victory eig- 
nifies not only the end of Russian dortine - 
tion of Galicia. but also thé complete 
preakdown of the Russien artiy.

OF THE PLAN TO 
MOVE HOLY SEE 


Invitation of Spanish Bishops 
Is Before Pope; Interview 
May Be Denied. 


ROME, via Chiasso to Paris, June 23.— 
It is asserted that the question of the 
pope accepting the invitation of the Span- 
ish bishops to transfer the holy see to 
Spain is causing animated discussion at 
‘the Vatican. 
| It is recalled that after the troubles 
iin Rome in July, 1881, during the trans- 
‘fer of the body of Pope Pius IX. from 
St. Peter's to its last resting place, when 
the coffin was almost thrown into the 
' Tiber river, Pope Leo appointed a com- 
‘mission of cardinals to study the situation 


of the papacy. 


“Choice Left to Pope. 

Some of the cardinals favored the im- 
| mediate transfer of the papacy else- 
where, but the majority agreed that the. 
‘transfer should take place only if the 
safety of the pope were threatened or 
he was hindered in the exercise of his 
spiritual ministry. This commission ar- 
ranged the details for the pope, and pos- 
sibly the sacred college, to leave Rome 
secretly, to be followed by the papal 
court, and made plans for the adminis- 
tration of the church from the time of 
the departure of the pope until he should 
resume his offices in his new residence, 

The commission agreed, however, that 
the-pope should be left free to decide 
when it was necessary to take such a 
At this time Emperor Francis 
Joseph offered the pope his castle at

Statement on. Interview. 
PARIS, June 24, 1 a. m.—The following 


been given to the press in the Italian 
capital, according to the Havas agency's 
Rome correspondent: 

‘A French newspaper has published 
an account of an interview attributed to 
the pope, who is made to say that asa 
result of the war the relations of the 
holy see with nations .enemies of Italy 
are in reality suppressed. 

‘* Now as to Italy, from the declaration 
of war it took care to apply scrupulously 
and with the fullest appreciation the law 
of guarantees which allows the pope to 
correspond freely with bishops and every 
Catholic. Consequently precise instruc- 
tions were given to the censors of for- 
eign mails in order that all letters of the 
pope or for the pope and the secretary 
of state of the holy see might be imme- 
diately transmitted to their address. 

“ These dispositions weré extended also 
to the correspondence of the different 
ce ngregations—the penitentiary, the con- 
sistory, the holy office, etc, Among all 
the’ hundreds of.jietters received and sent 
from the holy see two only were opened, 
by error—one addressed to the secretary 
of state and the other to the penitentiary. 
The two letters. did not come from a for- 
eign country but from the ltalian war 
zone. 


Order Given to Censor. 

“An order also was given to the censor 
in the war zone to pass freely correspond- 
ence directed to the holy see or sent by 
it. The order was scruptlously applied. 
Correspondence directed. by the holy see 
to Austria-Hungary was punctually sent 
via Switzerland, but it was Austria-Hun- 
gary which did not want to receive it. 
Two stamped letters from the secretary 
of state, one of which was addressed to 
Mons. Scapinelli, the papal nuncio at 
Vienna, and which had been promptly 
sent to Austria, were returned with the 
declaration written on the envelope that 
they were rejected by Austria as coming 
from a country of war. 

“ There can be no doubt ae to the steps 
taken with regard to these lettera, be- 
cause they bear the stamp of the Zurich 
postoftice, which shows that Italy sent 
them to Austria via Switzerland, 

“Therefore, if the relations between 
the holy see and Austria are suppressed 
or rendered difficult, the fault muet be 
attributed solely to Austria-Hungary.” 


Denial of Interview. |

at a business man and probably land him 
in jail. The crook’s safety,however, is 
best assured by the sad solace that rep- 
utable publications will no longer per- 
mit him a chance to run his gate te: 
in their columns. 

The most important step forward that 
was advocated for newspapers in general 
to enhance the value of the advertising 
of the merchants who use their columns 
was one advanced by W. R. Hotchkin of 
the Cheltenham Advertising service, em- 
bracing the idea that a newspaper should 
keep a trained advertising writer in its 
service to prepare copy for dealers who 
are ata loss to know how to prepare good 
copy to fill the space they buy. 


Need for “‘Ad” Writers. 

In his address Mr. Hotchkin said: 

“It is my belief that the chief drawback 
of the success of the solicitor who works 
on the small dealers is the fact that when 
the dealer can be convinced he should 
invest a certain amount of money in ad- 
vertising he is absolutely helpless about 
knowing what to put in the — he is 
willing to buy. 

“If I were an advertising manager 
for.a newspaper, or the owner of a news- 
paper, the first thing I would do would 
be to create an advertising writing bu- 
reau, with one or more expert advertis- 
ing writers, who were practical and who 
could develop business, bringing ideas 
for all sorts of stores. 

‘Every town and city in America has 
dozens, *cores, or hundreds of possible 
advertising clients Who have never had 
a dollar's worth of advertising fh ‘the 
newspapers. They would be glad to ad-/| 
vertise, if they were shown how they 
could do it, and if their adyertising were 
properly prepared and properly classified 
in the newspaper. 


Chance for Big Business. 

“If a classified page were properly de- 
veloped and its utility explained there 
would be scarcely any limit to the possi- 
bilities for securing advertisers. ~ 

“Take the multitude of businesses in 
any town or city that have no show win- 
dows, that are only known to private cli- 
ents, that have never been advertised 
because the in¢ome does not warrant 
large expense to advertise the business. 
and because a few lines in the paper 
would be lost; think of the dressmakers 
who might advertise; the little shops that 
do plaiting and embroidery; the shoemak- 
ers who would advertise their repair work 
and that they can sew a whole sole on your 
shoe while you wait on a welting machine. 
‘Think of the possibilities of develop- 
ment in every town of a parcel postage 
of classified advertising, where the farm- 
ers can advertise how they will ship but- 
ter, eggs, asparagus, lettuce, and other 
vegetables: or flowers, shrubbery, and a 
multitude of other things to people who 
would be mighty glad to buy them in that 
way if they knew who wanted to sell and 


* deliver them in that manner. 


“On the other side, think how many 


- housekeepers would be glad to advertise 


that they want a farmer to deliver fresh | 


* butter each week, fresh eggs every day 


or two, fresh vegetables. Both sides can 
be solicited by the newspaper announce- 
ment and a tremendous classified business 
built up if the plan is intelligently devel- 
oped and promoted by the newspaper. -

Help we the Housewife. 

“The woman who cannot find a dress- 
meker that can work for her on the days 
that she can devote to this work in her 
own home could place a ‘ want ad’ in the 
newspaper and receive replies from a doz- 
en dressmakers. whom she could not lo- 
cate without advertising. 

“The advertising manager of a news- 
paper today should have his mind wide 
open to current events and to advertising 
Possibilities.

“It is at once an impressive tribute to 
the fundamental strength of the newspa- 
per as an advertising medium and a cler- 
ion call to-an. undeveloped .opportunity 
to say that this tremendous share of na- 
tional business has been chiefly the result 
of automatic development rather than dl- 
rect selling effort.” . .

Chicago Man Says Revolution 
Should Be Effected in Order to 
Cleanse Business of Stigma. 


Los Angeles, Cal., June 28.—[Special.}— 
Padded rent rolls were criticized to- 
day by George H. Taylor of Chi- 
cago at the National Real Dstate 
exchange, in session here. He said 
a revolution in the system of renting 
should be adopted by all realty men in 
order to cleanse the real estate business 
from a stigma that has been placed on it 
by unscrupulous men.

“A thousand addresses by more than a hundred 
lecturers and college professora, supplemented by 
literature for the promotion of a better understani- 
ing of intermational relations, have been arranged 
by the Carnegie Endowment for Laterfationa! Peace 
as part of a nation-wide canpaign against war this 
summer, More than 1,600 OChautaugqus platforms 
are to be the centers of lectures and debates on the 
subject, and it is estimated that the Chautauqua 
audiences will aggregate 4,000,000 persons.” 

This endowment has engaged specialists to lecture 
at thirty-nine universities, seventeen colleges, and 
eleven normal echools during summer sessions, the 
audiences being in the main teachers. Y. M. OG A. 
summer training schools also will be reached, and 
forty college “international polity” clubs already 
have been organized by the endowment represen- 
tatives.

A NEW WORLD CONSCIENCE. 
{From the St. Leuis Globe-Democrat.} 

Near approach of the peace meeting to be held 
at Philadelphia moves less to wonder of whether 
any formal and definite program adopted there 
Can succeed in enforcing peace than of whether 
the conscience of mankind is not now quickened 
to the point of ceasing wars without compulsion. 
It tg disheartening to some pacifiste to find pro- 
vision for an international armament made part 
of & peace program to be discussed by peace 
advocates, It is disheartening to them not be- 
cause such a proposal indicates that peace ad- 
vocates are themselves either insincere er im- 
practical, but more for the reason that they are 
both practical and sincere in contemplated effort 
to preserve peace by fighting for it if necessary. 
Such a proposal may lend itself to ridicule, if 
lightly considered. But fully considered, it ts 
seen to be wise with the wisdom of accumu- 
lated experience, and in the hope of making the 
dominant conscience of a new world triumph over 
savagery, in realization of Tennyson's prophetic 
vision when he wrote: “There the common sense 
of most shall hold @ fretful realm in awe.” 

But the hope of the future is the despair of 
the present. The great globe is growing smaller. 
We can now place our ear to the waters and 
hear the sounds of distant nations. In such an 
era as this, such @ war as is now being waged, 
with its daily accumulating horrors, its desecra- 
tion of temples, its destruction of treasures long 
held as world heirlooms, its hurling of death from 
under the waters and above the earth, and, more 
than all else, the manifold forms of reversion to 
conditions of barbarism, can well be supposed 
te be stirring profoundly the censcience of the 
world 

This conscience, to be effective, must be 
stronger than the hates of war have engendered 
among the combatants, We may proclaim a new 
age and think that what we preach is a new 
program, and, for that reason, to be universally 
recognized. But conscience alone can free peo- 
ples from the thralldom of old hates and preju- 
dices. The world will act only when it fully 
recognizes a new ideal, the attainment-of which 
demands the exertion of all. Without such recog - 
nition there is small hope of faith, of self-sac- 
rifice, and of love transcending hate, Hall te the 
peace conference! It can do much. But the higb 
hope of humanity is in a new world conscience

VERY tourist from this side of the 

Atiantic who hag ever viaited 

Vienna wil! learn with sorrow of 

the destruction by fire of that won- 

derful castle of Kreutzenstein, 

neat Korneuburg,. situated in the imume- 

diate vicinity of the Auetrian metropolis 
on the northern banks of the Danube. 

Belonging to Count Hans von Wilczek, 
It constituted probably the most perfect 
example of artistic restoration in al Bu- 
rope and presented the most matchless 
type of a medieval palace stronghold. 

Much had been done by the forbears 
of Count von Wliczek, who had had the 
castle in their possession for several cen- 
turies. But its principal restorer was 
Count Hana eminent alike in archeol- 
ogy, in architecture, in art, and in his 
devotion to historic lore. 

Possessed of vast wealth, he had added 
year by year to the historical treasures 
of hie magnificent home until the col- 
-fections housed there acquired world-wide 
fame, eapecially his unique collection of 
the masterpieces of Albert Durer, all of 
which were consumed by the flames. 

Emperor William used to make a potnt 
of visiting Kreutzenstein every time that 
he went to Vienna, and, appealing as it 
did to his love of the medieval, he {nvari- 
ably declared with enthusiasm that there 
wes nothing like Kreutzenstein in exist. 
ence elsewhere, and thatit was absolutely 
unrivaled.

Count Hans von Wiicsck was co 
wrapped up in the place, was so iden- 
tifled with almost every etick and stone 
of the castle and of the estate, that the 
destruction of the castle by fire muat be to 
him a blow from which he will recover 
with difficulty. 

Nearly 60 years of age, he ts married 
to Countess Blizabeth Kinsky, by whom 
he has three sons, gr@wn up and all eerv- 
ing at the front; and in due course he 
will Inherit the chieftaincy of the house 
of Wilczek and all the enormous entailed 
estates from his octogenarian father, 
Count John von Wilczek. 

The Wliczeks are of the Uradel, that te 
to say of the oldest nobility of Poiand, 
their origin going back prior to the dawn 
of Polish history. They received the title 
of baron from the Holy Roman empire 
in 1506 and were transformed into counts 
just 100 yeare later.

Pope Innocent X., who reigned tn the 
seventeenth century, issued a decree 
strictly forbidding members of the sacred 
college to make use of any hereditary 
titles of a nonecclesiastical character and 
to adorn their coat of arms with any 
coronet, royal or nobiliary, which had 
formed a portion of their birthright. Pope 
Innocent X. took the ground that the 
dignity of a cardinal rendered ali other 
distinctions superfiuous 

When Archdwke Leopold in the early 
part of the nineteenth century was ele- 
wated to the sacred college he doffed the 
archducal title and crown and styled 
himself henceforth Cardinal Leopold of 
Austria. In the same way the late Prince 
Lucien Bonaparte, who made his home 
for so many years In Rome, was always 
known merely as Cardinal Bonaparte, and 
not as a prince of his dynasty. 

The only prelate who persistently vio- 
lated this rule, and who virtually defied 
the authority of the vatican in turning 
a deaf ear to all remonstrances on the 
subject, was the late Prince Gustay of 
Hohenlohe, who was “ persona ” quite

Ian’t there strong probability that there 
is @ reason for the deficiencies of the leg- 
islaturee of Kansas, Tennessee, West 
Virginia, and Colorado (all cited by Gov. 
Hodges), and that the absorbing charac- 
ter of the prohibition issues has obscured 
all other points? 

Isn't the acceptance of such an unsound 
proposition as prohibition of itself an evi-

In my 
estimation it is, and tn this way I see pre 
hibition acting as a sifter, keeping out of 
public life those with the making of state 
men tn them and letting through Intothe 
arena those who are less fitted for the 
task confronting them.

Mr. Untermyer, in reviewing the powers 
of the exchange, said that any broker 
‘could be put out of business by its arbi- 
trary action, and that any etock could 
be listed or removed, as the board of goyv- 
ernors ruled. , 

In explaining instances of what he 
termed manipulation of stock, he cited 
an alleged’ Rock Ieiand railroad deal. , 

“Last April,” he said “ it was decided 
to ask for a receivership for the Rock 
Teland lines. The papers were drawn up 
when the stock sold for $18 a share. . The. 
plan wae kept secret, and the stock run 
up to $39 a share. Two hours after the 
papers applying for receivership had been 
filed the stock had declined to $20.” 

Mr. Milburn, in opposing the amend- 
ment, said he had never heard of the 
Rock Island deal referred to by Mr. Un- 
termyer, but asserted that the district 
attorney had ample powers to investigate 
the transaction, becausé, if true, there 
had been a conspiracy.

MERCY TO FRANK 


Prof. E. T. Lee Asks if Soci- 
ety Is Reverting to the 
Level of Savagery. 


Criticism of the commutation of the 
death sentence of Leo Frank in Georgia 
and of alleged methods employed in try- 
Ing to discover the murderer of Mrs. Ed- 
-mund Allen, wife of the warden of the 
Joliet state prison, were made by Dean 
| Edward T. Lee of the John Marshall Law 
school at the annual banquet of the alumni 
of the school in the Hotel Sherman last 
night. 


Back to Savagery. 

In referring to the commutation of the 
death sentence of Frank, Dean Lee said: 

“Is society reverting to a plane of arbi- 
trary power and back to the level of say- 
agery? 

“ A man in a sister state is condemned 
to death under the forces of law. There- 
upon an uproar spreads over the country, 
ag.tation ensues, and people with little 
knowledge of the fudge and jury send del- 
egations to the governor at his capital 
The governor, from a sense of duty, atu 
despite apparently unanimous loca! sent. 
ment, commutes sentence of the con- 
demned man and the next hour his own 
life is in danger, and only the state’s mili- 
tia protects him." 


“Third Degree” at Joliet? . 

Commenting on the murder of Mrs. 
Allen, he said; 

‘‘A heinous crime has been committed 
within the very walis of a prison by 
an unknown murderer. 

“ Buffeted offic.als, proceeding on a 
theory that the ends justify the means, 
promptly resort to unusual measures to 
extract a confession, ignoring that even 
a condemned man has a right to the law's 
‘protection, and with entire disregard to 
the basic principle of our criminal law 
that no man should be compelled to con- 
demn himself. 

“Evidently we have not advanced so 
far from the old English law that com- 
pelled a prisoner standing mute to speak 
by subjecting him to the pressure of a 
heavy weight upon his body or to be 
put on the rack and tortured until he 
made confession. . 

“If current reports are true, police and 
other officers, by third degree methods, 
are resorting so far as they can to these 
barbarous methods of extorting confes- 
sion, but without the warrant of the 
ancient law that justified their proto- 
types.”

The idea 
is simply to put these mothers and their 
children into healthful and attractive sur- 
roundings, pay the regular monthly moth- 
er’s pension, and leave them largely te 
work out their own salvation in the 
own way. 

At the school, which now hasan enroli- 
ment of forty-two children, the course 
is much like that followed in the public 
schools of Chicago. Being in thecountry 
there is naturally more attention paid to 
the study of agriculture. Special empha- 
sis is also laid on dancing. All the chil- 
Gren are given medical and dental care. 
so that they may not suffer in their growth 
from physical handicaps. One of the 
boys hes already finished the course and 
is now attending the high school at Des- 
pilaines. He rides back and forth dally 
on the train and is ea: ning the money for 
his car fare by doing work about the 
colony.

gurope’s Debt, Now Close to 
$1,000,000,000, Brings Up 
~ Question of Payment.

| with foreign governments and individ- 
uais owing this country roundly $1,000,- 
900,000, it should presently become a seri- 
ous question in the market as to the man- 
ner and degree of certainty of payment of 
this indebtedness. Events of the last two 

show that the governments owing 
the United States are becoming hard 

to raise funds.

the it will become still more difficult, 
and with what do the foreigners propose 
fo pay? On paper an obligation of $1,000,- 
990,000 looks good to the creditor, but 
visible means of payment would greatly 
enhance the value of the prospect. 

It is not idle surmise that foreign gov- 
ernments may be unable to meet their 
debts in other than unsatisfactory forms 
of promises to pay. The latest British 
war loan is put out at 4% per cent against 
a normal rate around 2 per cent. 


‘Weakness in Foreign Exchange. 

Meanwhile the British pound sterling, 
which outranks all other foreign moneys 
in rate of exchange, is now at a discount 
of something over 2 per cent. That is, 
expressed in American money, British 
currency is worth 98 cents on the dollar. 
French exchange is at 5.40 per cent dis- 
count and German at over 138 per cent. 

It may be worth while to consider what 
will happen to world credits if the credit 
of Great Britain and the Bank of Eng- 
land become jarred by final reverses of 
arms or exhaustion of resources brought 
about by prolongation of the war. If the 
pound sterling is at a discount now, what 
will it be in December, and what will Be 
the effect on the trade and exchanges of 
other countries when the accepted me- 
dium of exchange of international com- 
merce shall have depreciated? 


Bringing Back American Stocks. 

The French government, by negotiating 
a loan of $50,000,000 secured by American 
bonds as collateral, has shown the most 
acceptable method of meeting that gov- 
ernment’s old and new obligations in this 
eountry. Great Britain should see its 
way to do the same thing. 

So long as American securities can be 
shipped to this side to meet new obliga- 
tions the situation will remain in statu 
quo. But as the credit of foreign govern- 
ments falls, the greater will be the desire 
of the investors of those countries to hold 
the securities issued by American enter- 
prises, and the greater the degree of ex- 
haustion the more reluctant will be the 
banking interests and investors of Amer- 
ica to accept the unsecured obligations of 


foreign governments. 


And this is not a passing thought. Here 
in Chicago a car building works has an 
order for over 25,000 cars to be built for 
the Russian government. Nocars are be- 
ing built because the arrangements for 
‘payment are not satisfactory. 


Big War Orders Held Up. 

A locomotive building concern in the 
east has an order for 600 locomotives for 
a foreign government. None of these lo- 
comotives is being built because of lack 
of satisfactory arrangements for pay- 
ment. The General Electric company has 
had for weeks a reputed orderin negotia- 
tion, running near $100,000,000. The mat- 
ter has not yet been closed. 

Leaders of British economic thought ar- 
gue that America should buy British 
bonds to offset British indebtedness. That 
is the easiest suggestion that could be 
made at this time, and fault cannot he 
found with the British economist's sug- 
gestion—from the British viewpoint. But 
it ig just here that the American view- 
point must be considered, and it does not 
wholly coincide with that of this coun 


try’s debtors. , 


Atchison end the French Loan. 

Speaking of the French loan of $50,000, - 
000 for which American railroad securi- 
ties will be given as security, President 
E. P. Ripley of the Santa Fe said: 

“I cannot see how it will have any 


" effect on the conduct of the American 


Tailways. If the position of our road is 
at all typical, most of the securities held 
abroad are bonds and not stocks. I donot 
believe that the concentration of stocks 
in New York will have any great in- 


. fluence on the control of the various rail- 


road properties. 

“As regards Santa Fe, it is only re- 
cently that our bonds have had a market 
in France at all. Asa matter of fact, we 
are not in a positionin most cases to know 
just who holds the securities, because 
they are generally listed in the name. of 
80me foreign brokerage house.”’
